F. No. 5/9/76/EL— Further to Public Notice No. 44- 
ETC(PN)/75, dated the 15th October, 1975, No. 
6-ETC(PN)/76 dated the 27th February, 1976, No, 16-ETC 
(PN)/76 dated 28th May, 1976, No. 23-ETC(PN)/76 dated 
13th August, 1976 and No. 4-ETC(PN)/77 dated 19th 
January, 1977, it has been decided, in consultation with the 
Government of Yugoslavia, that further exports of following 
products, to the extent indicated against each, be allowed 
under Limited Rupee Payment Arrangement.

1. Textiles of cotton Including handlooms 90 

2. Rayon/Silk/man-made fibre Textile* 10 

2. In order to regulate such exports to Yugoslavia under 
the Limned Rupee Payment Arrangements, the following pro¬ 
cedure has been prescribed :— 1

(i) Such cxpoitei, who wish to export the goods men¬ 
tioned in para 1 above under the Rupee Payment 
Arrangement are required to have their contracts 
registered with immediate effect with the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay and 
Silk and Rayon Textiles Export Promotion Council, 
Bombay, respectively. 


Only such exporters need apply who have a contract with 
an importer in Yugoslavia possessing a valid letter of autho¬ 
risation issued by the Yugoslav Authorities. While doing 
so, the exporters are required to furnish to the agency con¬ 
cerned, in duplicate, the following information in addition to 
the copy of the contracts) :— 


(*t) Name and address of the Yugoslav importer, having 
valid letter of authorisation issued by the Yugoslav 
authorities. 

(b) Contract (s) number and date. 

(c) Delivery schedule. 

f d) Indian port from which the shipment is to be 
effected for export. 

(e) Commodity and value thereof involved. 

(f) Name of the Yugoslav Port to which the shipment 
Is to be booked for exports. 


(ii) The Agency concerned will register the contracts on 
nrst-come, first-served basis and issue necessary 
advice to the exporters and the Port Licensing 
Authority (in case of items which are under Ex¬ 
port Control) and to the Customs Authorities (in 
respect of items which arc not under Export Control 
and also those which are included under O.G.L. 3). 


(in) The exporter will submit the .shipping bill in respect 
of controlled items (except those under OGL 3)
